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New York, May 11 —-The dead 


trom Vera Cruz were 
landed on 


American soil today, and city, state 
and nation paid their tribute. 


Two hours before the 
city was 
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New York, May 11.—To the men 


of the navy who died in the occupa- 
tion of Veia Cruz, 
the 
city, 
the 


state and the nation paid tribute to- 
day in a demonstration chiefly 
re- 


markable for its silence and solemni- 
ty. For tour miles through the city 
streets the funeral cortege passed, 
and behind it in an open carriage 
rode the president. He sat for the 
most part with his 
head 
bared, 


though the May sun beat down upon 
him and the mercury climbed above 
seventy. 


Perhaps a million people saw the 


seventeen coffins, each on a Caisson, 
borne from the Battery 
plaza 
in 


Lower Manhattan to the Navy Yaro 
-in Brooklyn 
The procession was 


nearly two hours in passing 


Such was the feeling of the thou- 


sands that a silence at limes, was 
oppressive. There T\ere a few spor- 
adic outbursts of applause as 
the 
President's 
carriage 
passed 
but 
these were quickly hushed 
At Dey 


street came the first short burst of 
applause 
It was started by a girl on 


the sidewalk who clapped her hands, 
doubtless from sheer nervousness 


Though there were but seventeen 


of the dead in the procession^ Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels made it 
plain that the ceremonies were for 
all wno had died at Vera Cruz—not 
only the seventeen 
whose bodies 


were brought up by the cruiser Mon- 
tana but also for Clarence Harsh- 
berger and Henry Pulliaru, who have 
died since 


The religious ceremony at the 


navy yard was more impressive, if 
possible, than wag the sight of the 
slow moving cortege. 


"I was never in a battle or under 


fire," said President Wilson in 
Ins 


brief address, "but I fancy it is lust 
as hard to do your duty when men 
are sneerirg at you for when thev 
sboot at you they take your natural 
life and when they sneer at you they 
wound your heart 


"We have gone to 
Mexico," lie 
said, in another part of his address, 
"to serve mankind, if we can find 
the way. We don't want to fight the 
Mexicans; we want to serve them. 


"A- war of aggression is not a 


thing in which it is proud to die. 
but a war of service is a war in 
which it is a proud thins? to die " 


Throughout the procession mount- 


ed police closely surrounded the 
'President in a hollow 
square, 
a 
secret service man rode on the box 
with a gray haired coachman, and 
others marched behind and 
beside 


the vehicle 
Seated in the carriage 


with Mr. Wilson were Secretary Tu- 
multy and his physician and naval 


astir seventeen flag draped 
coffins 


were removed from the boat deck of 
the armored cruiser Montana, and 
placed on the caissons on the piazza 
in Battery Park. Few witnessed this 
ceremony, icr the sun was but half 
risen, but thousands later lined the 
streets to watch the slow procession 
wind its way to the navy yard. Per- 
haps not since the 
Dewey parade 


has there been such a spontaneous 
demonstration. 
That, however, was 


a noisy tribute to a returning victor; 
tins a reverent one to the returning 
dead. 


The weather 
for 
the 
occasion 


could not have been 
better. 
The 
sky was almost cloudless, and there 
was just enough breeze to 
stiffen, 


afloat and ashore, the thousands of 
flaars which flew at half mast. 


Silent thousands long before eight 


o'clock began making their way to- 
ward lower Manhattan; others lined 
the approaches to the 
Manhattan 


Bridge, and finally a great 
throng 


gathered at the Navy Yard where 
eulogies were to be said 
Many 


wore little bows of 
black,

President Wilson arrived in 
the 


city from Washington shortly before 
seven o'clock, 
almost unobserved 


He took no part in the procession, 
but was taken immediately to the 
home of his close friend, Col. E. M 
House, thence to the navy yard. By 
the time he had 
breakfasted, the 


hero-dead were upon the gun cais- 
sons, police had lined the wav and 
the procession was ready to move 
Twenty-four picked mounted po- 


lice led the wav 
Behind them were 


the combined bands of the

naugMs Wyoming and Texas, and 
behind the bands, 600

Music, and was especially instructed 
m church clfcir^and oratorio singing. 
She sang in trie choir

church, Boston,

Hall, Boston, 
in 1876, where 
she 


sang one of Leonora's arias in "II 
Trovatore." 


Her operatic debut was made un- 


der the stage name of Nordica at 
Brescia, Italy, on April 30, 1879, as 
Violetta in "La Traviata" and was 
highly successful. 


In 1882 she was married to Fred- 


erick A., Gower, of Newport, R. I., 
a "wealthy electrician and aeronaut, 
and retired from the stage.

Washington, .May 11. — [Special.]— 


June 1 was the date set for the ad- 
journment of congress several months 
ago 
Now it is July 1, which leases 


eight weeks to pass the legislation that 
is pending in both houses. This could 
be done under certain conditions—im- 
possible, of course—which •*-, ould mean 
that senators and representatives re- 
frain from talking, especially at any 
great length. 


Two Big Questions. 


The announcement that the presi- 


dent wanted congress to adjourn by 
the 1st of July was simultaneous with 
the beginning of the debate on repeal 
of the canal tolls in the senate. 
There was great satisfaction express 
ed in congress because so little time 
was afforded the members of the house 
ef representatives to discuss the canal 
tolls' question, and it has been asserted 
that more time would be given in the 
senate. The probabilities are that a ' 
long time will be given to the subject 
of canal tolls in the upper house. 


Another question which will be the 


subject of long debate is the tiusts 
Attempts have been made to shorten 
consideration of the trust legislation 
by providing for the administration 
program in one bill. That will help, 
but when the measure gets into the 
senate much time will be occupied 
because so many senators want to get 
in their particular amendments. 


Under almost any conditions the 


tolls and trust legislation would occupy 
most of the time before the proposed 
adjournment on the 1st of July 
Be- 


sides, there are many appropriation 
bills yet to consider. 


Philippines Go Overboard. 


Under the proposed program for an 


early adjournment the legislation for 
the independence of the Philippines 
goes overboard. It is much to be 
doubted whether that legislation could 
have been passed even if it had been 
urged, but In view of the manner in 
which it has been allowed to sleep 
through one long special session and 
one long regular session the inference 
is that it is not to be strenuously push- 
ed during this congress. 


Th« War Specter. 


Added to everything else that is to 


occupy the time of congress we must 
not forget the war specter. No matter 
if a certain kind of peace is patched 
up In Mexico there ought to be legis- 
lation which will enable the president 
to meet any contingencies that may 
arise if congress should adjourn. 
At 


this time there is an inclination amonc 


a great many people who have studied 
the situation in Mexico to go ahead 
and settle that question once for all, as 
they believe that the time is coming 
when the United States must intervene 
in Mexican affairs. 
i 


Tightening Up on the Rules. 
y 


There is a disposition to tighten up 


the rules of the senate so as to shut off 
dilatory procedure, such as constantly 
t 


calling for a quorum. A senator who 
wantb to delay proceedings will speak 
until he drives the members out of the 
senate and then have a quorum called, 
which will take considerable time. 
Only the other day the president pro 
tern., Senator Clarke of Arkansas, re- 
fused to allow Senator McCumber to 
call for a quorum and followed it up 
by refusing to allow him to know the ° 
result of a vote. That-was going to 
some extent in the senate. 


The Best Parliamentarians. 
"• 


"The greatest parliamentarians of 


the house," said Congressman Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts, "were Randall. 
Carlisle, Reed and Cannon, with Clark 
well up in the list. It is really a 
pleasure to follow the rulings of these 
men, and students of parliamentary 
law will not go far wrong if they 
adopt the reasoning which they gave 
in determining the meaning of the 
rules." 


Senator Root's Position.

Senator Townsend of Michigan, in 


making a speech against the repeal of 
the Panama canal tolK referred to 
Senator Root as "the greatest apostle 
of free tolls in either the United States 
or England." 
Possibly that is more 


distinction than 
Senator Root has 


claimed, .but those who are opposing 
the repeal of the free tolls for Ameri- 
can coastwise ships are aware tLat 
Senator Root has given them more 
trouble than any other man. 


Should Be Popular. 


Senator Bankhead of Alabama has 


proposed a commission to examine the 
subject of roads and the participation 
of the United States in constructing 
roads. It ought to be a popular com- 
mission and last a great many years, 
for the bill appropriates $1.000,000 to 
be expended by the commission. This 
commission might delay or prevent any 
action upon the Shackleford road bill 
which has passed the house and is now 
In the »«nate.

In the Holy were the Golden Candle- 
Stick, the Table of Shewbread and the 
Golden Altar. In the Most Holy was 
the Ark of the Covenant, upon which 
rested the Shekinah light. 


Thus God pictured His great Plan of 


salvation, declared the Pastor. 
God's 


presence in the Tabernacle was rep- 
resented by the Shekinah glory in the 
Most Holy. In the antitype, whoever 
desires to draw near to God may be 
said 


all." 


Continuing, the Pastor said: "The 


Photo-Drama is reaching 
far - and 


wide. 
The International Bible Stu- 


dents Association is supplying tbe 
Drama, with its various accessories, 
without charge, and the public, inter- 
ested in Bible Study, are paying for 
theatres in which it is shown. 


"The Drama is going first to the lar- 


gest cities, but many calls from small 
places will have consideration in due 
time." 


Pastor Russell, as usual, delivered a 


discourse, taking for his text: "I be- 
seech you. brethren, by the mercies ot 
God. that ye present your bodies a liv- 
ing-sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God 
—your reasonable service."—Rom. 12:1. 


The Pastor began his discourse with 


the declaration that tbe Apostle is not 
addressing the world in general, but 
only those who believe that God sent 
His Son into the world to die fdr our 
"sins, and who have taken the step ot 
trusting in the blood of Christ as their 
Ransom-price. Those the Apostle ad- 
dresses as brethren, not as sinners 
The text, therefore, may be applied 
only to those who have been justified 
by faith. These alone may have the 
further opportunity of piesentiug their 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy and ac- 
ceptable unto God. 


The speaker reminded his hearers 


that in the typical sacrifices, offered ac- 
cording to tbe instructions which God 
gave Israel through Moses, every ani- 
mal brought to the altar of the Lord 
must be without blemish—the Lord 
thus indicating that no one who is iu 
an imperfect condition would be ac- 
ceptable to Him. He then showed that 
under the arrangement made tor the 
Church of tbe Gospel Age something 
was done in order that the natural 
blemishes of the consecrated might be 
cowered; for all were by nature chil- 
dren of wrath, even as tbe rest of the 
world. That, which was done for them 
was the forgiveness ot their sins—fis- 


gate. 
In the antitype, no one can 


flr.-iw rjf»nr to God without first seeing 
and recognizing tne lace tnar unrwt1 


goats that took part in the ceremony o: 
that day. They are either the Lord' 
goat class or the scape-goat class. After 
they have passed through the autltyp 
leal Court—after they have entered the 
antltypical Gate, passed the antitypica 
Altar ,and washed at the antitypica 
Laver—they are tied, as It were, at the 
Door of the antltyplcal- Tabernacle 
that Is to say, they consecrate them- 
selves to God. 


In the type, the goats were brought 


to the Door of the Tabernacle, and 
there waited for the high priest to cast 
lots upon them. As soon as he had 
done "so, he offered the Lord's goat In 
sacrifice. In the antitype this signifies 
God's acceptance of the sacrifice of the 
consecrated; and- from that moment 
onward the person is reckoned dead. 
As the Apostle says, "Ye are dead, and 
your life Is hid with Christ in God. 
Thenceforth the goat represents mere- 
ly the old nature—the flesh—counted 
dead. The New Creature is thereafter 
represented in the body of the high 
priest—a member of his body. 


The Pastor then carefully explained 


that as the sacrifice of the bullock pre- 
ceded the sacrifice of the goat, and' 
made it possible, so, in the antitype 
Christ's sacrifice preceded the sacrifice 
of the'Church, and made theirs possi- 
ble. 'Those who do not care to present 
then- bodies as living sacrifices are not 
invited now. Their opportunity will 
come during the next 'Age. At present 
the call, is for those who desire to fol- 
low ,ln the footsteps of Jesus—those 
who Will lay ;down life itself hi His 
service. 
This is the class to which 


reference is made in the text which 
reads: "We have an Advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ, the Bighteous." 
This .class have forsaken sin, drawn 
nigh unto God, and have come to the 
place where they say, "O Lord, I give 
myself to Thee." Then the Lord ac- 
cepts their offering. 


This is the antitypical slaying of the 


goat; this is the death of the old na- 
ture; and just at the moment when the 
old nature is reckonedly dead, at that 
same moment the New Creature be- 
gins—begotten of the Holy Spirit, that 
these may be children of God, spiritual 
sons of God. These have become the 
Lord's in two senses: first, in the sense 


died for our sins, according to the that they are New Creatures, begotten 
Scriptures. He is our Redeemer. Oui 
sins V could not be forgiven ' except 
through the merit of the Sacrifice 
which God bus provided freely for us. 
Until this sacrifice is seen and accept- 
ed, there can be no further progress to- 
ward God on the part of the one seek- 
ing to draw near Him. 


Those who see and accept the Sacri- 


fice provided for us are then privileged 
to go on to the antitypical Laver.' 
When they turn away from sin. they j 
find thrit certain filthinesses of the 
flesh remains with them; and they" 
endeavor to rid themselves of these 
weaknesses. 
They make the effort to 


cleanse their thoughts, words and ac- 
tions, in order to be more pleasing to , 
God. 
Going still further-in their desire 


to draw near to God. they come to the 
Door of the antitypical Tabernacle. 


Two Classes of the Consecrated. 
The Pastor next showed that during 


the Jewish. Age no Jew was fully jus- 
tified. All that Israel hnd was a typical 
justification and a typical relationship 
with God; for until the real sacrifice 
for s;n bad been offered by our Lord 
Jesus Christ and had been presented 
to the Father, there could be no actual 
justification. Justification, he declared, 
is a progressive matter. 
When one 


merely sees the sacrifice of Christ, he is 
not justified. But as he draws nearer 
and nearer, be is coming more and more 
iu to that condition which is right. 


of the Holy Spirit, and will be glorified 
in the First Resurrection by and by, if 
faithful; and second, that they are also 
reckoned as members of the Body of 
Christ on the human plane. 
j 
"Present Your Bodies." 


Referring again to his text, the Pas- 


tor demonstrated 
that the Apostle's 


argument in the context relates pri- 
marily to the presenting of the human 
nature in sacrifice. 
Only the high 


priest could offer the sacrifice- in the 
type. In the antitype, the great High 
Priest offers those who present them- 
selves. 
Each one who presents his 


body a living sacrifice in consecration 
IB then taken in hand by our' Lord. 
Thenceforth the sacrifice is reckoned 
dead. " 


In this connection, the Pastor also 


showed that the Aaronic Order of 
priests consisted of two classes, the 
high priest and the under priests. 
"This arrangement was typical of Christ 
and the Church. 
He quoted Scrip- 


tures to demonstrate that the Church 
is a Royal Priesthood, of* which Jesus 
is the great High Priest. In the typi- 
cal Day of Atonement sacrifices, the 
animals offered iu sacrifice, represented 
the human nature of Jesus and the 
Church; but Aaron and his sons repre- 
sented the New Creatures. 


All who have presented their bodies 


living sacrifices, and have been accept- 


Every step toward God—every step of I etl aud begotten of the Holy Spirit, 


are the antitypical under priests, and 
as such have access to the antitypical 
Tabernacle. 
Having passed under the 


first Veil, typical of the death of the 
human will, they as New Creatures 
are in the antitypical Holy. . There 
they walk by the light of the antitypi- 
cal Golden Candlestick, eat tbeeantl- 
typical Shewbroad and offer incense 


faith, obedience and desire to pi-ease 
Him—is a step toward complete justifi- 
cation. 


Referring again to the typical Taber- 


nacle, the Pastor discussed the sacri- 
fices on the Day of Atonement In the

in Heavenly places." We have not yel 
gone into Heaven itself—beyond the 
second Veil—but we aie in a Heavenly 
condition. 
"Old things have passed 


away, and all things have become' 
new." 
We have left the j<famp. and 


have passed out of the Cou'it condition 
into- the blessed condition of the Hghl 
of the presence of the Lord. Each of 
these different pictures helps us to sec 
how great things God has done for us. 


"A Living Sacrifice." 


The Pastor declared that membership 


In the Body of Christ is the all-impor- 
tant thing to the Christian. This Body 
of Christ, which' is the Church, is un- 
der another figure called the Royal 
Priesthood. It is the Dh ine purpose to 
prepare in advance of the world a com- 
pany that will be able to instruct man- 
kind and to help them in every way 
with respect to morals, and education 
in things relating to God. This espe- 
cially prepared class is the Church, 
who as kings and priests will also have 
authority, under 
their great High 


Priest, to rule the world during the 
:housand years of the Messianic King- 
dom. 
Their work will be not only to 


rule mankind for then good, but also 
.0 uplift the race of Adam from sin, 
degradation and do^th. 


The opportunity to,b'e a member of 
:his Royal Priesthood is certainly tbe 
greatest privilege tli.it has ever come to 
any creature. It is to fit and prepare 
his class for .ioiiit-hcirship with Jesus 
n the Kingdom tlwt God deals with 
,he Church as He does. He calls them 
jut of the darknesb of the world into 
•he light of the knovrledjfe of His own 
glorious plans for tbe salvation of hu- 
manity. 


Next the Pastor sbowed tliat this 


matter of sacrifice may be viewed from 
either of two standpoints—God's view 


nd man's. From the standpoint of 
lumanity, consecration seems to be 
very hard. There is no slavery in the 
world like that of being a child of God 
and an associate of Jesus, they think, 
everything must be given up. One can- 
not have anything of his own; he may 
not eat, drink, sleep, think, or do any- 
hing as he would choose. On the con- 
rary, he must ask what the Lord 
would have Mm do about everjrthing. 
le must have no will of his own. Any 
tb'er slave would be allowed to eat 
what he chose and to think what he 
hose, at least; but the Christian can- 
iot do so. He must say. Not my 
;houghts, not my way, not my will, 
ut the Lord's. This Is the worldly 
lew of consecration; It seems hard; 
ndeed, some will sav, It Is too much. 
The view from the Divine standpoint 


is altogether different. 
We who look 


at the subject from this standpoint 
say, What have we, at best? We are 
dying creatures. We have very little 
strength, very little wealth; It requires 
nearly all of our time to provide for 
the-uecessities of life. We have very 
little to give to the Lord. Therefore 
we do not see why the'Lord should ac- 
cept our sacrifice at all. 


To corroborate tln^ view, the Pastor 


cited the case of St. Paul, who de- 
clared that he counted all'things but 
loss and dross for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus bis 
Lord. 
St Paul hnd more, than have 


most of the consecrated. A Roman 
citizen by birth, lie was also a-mem- 
ber of a noble fnu.ilv, and had every 
advantage of wealth and education. 
He had good powers of speech and 
reason, as his Epistles demonstrate. 
Whoever will read Ms Epistle to the 
Romans will see th.it the master mind 
behind that writing could handle a 
case at law anywhere. 
Yet, after 


summing up all his advantages, the 
Apostle considered these things as 
Were dross. 
He willingly sacrificed 


them all In order to win Christ; for 
the things of this pinsent Hfe are not 
worthy to be compared with the glorv 
that 'shall be reused. 
This, tho 


speaker declarqd. is the right view of 
consecration—God's standpoint. 


Look Not at the Things Seen. 


The Pnstor then (iiscussed the expe- 


riences of the Christian who Is walk- 
ing in the narrow v\ nv of sacrifice. He 
has pleasures of which the world 
knows nothing. 
Ills trials seem, as 


the Apostle says, 
which are but for 


unseen things with the eye of raitn— 
the eyes of his understanding. 


The Pastor made a practical applica- 


tion of his point by declaring that 
whenever an experience begins to be 
rather hard, the Christian is then look- 
Ing at^tbe things that are seen, and for- 
getting to look at those that are invis- 
ible—the things of the Kingdom. Such 
should shut their eyes to tbe things 
that are seen, and ask the Lord to help 
them to set both their eyes of under- 
standing and their affections otf the 
things as yet not seen—the thing 
which God has in reservation for thos 
who love Him supremely .""These thing 
the natural man cannot understand; t 
him they are foolishness. But to thos 
who love the Lord they are the mos 
wonderful 
realities and bring th 


greatest blessings. 
-• 


Next the Pastor drew attention to th 


mad rush for pleasure which charao 
terizes our day. The whole world i 
searching for pleasure. He then askec 
whether his hearers had ever known 
any of them who had found genuln 
pleasure. He had not. With the Chris 
tiau. however, it is different. Th 
Christian has found an unfailing sourc 
of joy. The ijeace of God, which passe 
all understanding, rules in his heart. 


In conclusion, tbe Pastor exhorte 


his audience to rejoice in the Lord. Al 
the consecrated should rejoice always 
not only because they know the Lord 
but because they know that by and b 
the world's eyes of understanding wil 
be opened. The glorified Church wil 
have the pleasure of giving this Di 
tine blessing.

five years of endeavor the account- 
ing and financing system of the state 
of Ohio is now upon a scientific busi- 
ness basis. 


Ever since the regime of former 


State Treasurer D. Staley Creamer 
the books of the treasury have been 
balanced at the end of each day's 
business and every morning a state- 
ment of condition is posted in the 
office of the Governor by Treasurer 
of State Brenuau giving the details 
of the coruinonw ealth's finances. 


At the request of Auditor of State 


A. V. Donahej and Treasurer Bren- 
nan the General Assembly at the 
special session provided needed, legis- 
lation covering the auditing and ac- 
counting departments. 


As a result the Auditor, for the 


first time in the history of the state, 
is able to issue a statement of the 
balances in each department, board i 
and commission under the state gov-i 
eminent, showing to the penny just 
how much remains in each appro- 
priation or detailed function. 


In the past the State Auditor struck 


a balance onlv at the end of the fis- | 
cal year. This practice prevailed be- 
cause the department vouchers were 
sent broadcast to the state's creditors 
instead of the auditor's official war-| 
rant. 
| 


Under the new s> stem the vouchers j 


go to the auditor for 
examination i 


and approval, after which a warrant! 
on the treasury is mailed to the per- ' 


_ son entitled to it. Thus there are no 
outstanding vouchers anv more, and 
the auditor can toll each night pre- 
cisely how much money is lelt in each 
fund. 


At the end of c\cry month a state- 


ment of conditions is swt to each de- 
partmental head and his account with 
the treasury in order that he may be 
advised of its conilitiiifa and govern 
his expenses accordingly. The audit- 
or in turn gets a soueral statement of 
all funds, thus being able to keep his 
linger on the 
pult-c- of the state's 


finances. 


When the books uere closed Sat- 


urday, April 30, there was a cash bal- 
ance of $S,369,5S?.7T HI the state treas- 
ury, this "being- an amount greater by 
$1.947,373.97 than on the same date 
last year. 


This is all the more remarkabe be- 


cause through the exigencies created 
by the flood and other extraordinary 
demands more than $3,uoO.OOO more 
was appropriated taan e\er before, it 
is said. In issuing this first 
state- 


ment under the new s\stem. Auditor 
Donahey admitted that he felt some
